Diocesan schools question aid distribution

SAN DIEGO — U.S. Education Department and 
California State Department of Education officials will 
investigate complaints by Catholic educators that 
parochial school children in San Diego are not receiving 
their fair share of remedial aid. 


The federal and state visits follow the diocesan Schools 
Office filing of a formal complaint with the San: Diego 
Unified School District (SDUSD) over the manner in 
which the district provides remedial education services for 
students in Catholic schools. 

IN THE LETTER of complaint, Father Clark wrote 
that the programming ‘‘is inequitable to programming 
for public school students.’’ 


Father Dennis Clark, diocesan superintendent of 
schools, said state education department officials will be 
in San Diego March 13 and 14 to investigate the 
equitability of the SDUSD’s remedial education 
program. Although he is ‘‘not hopeful about the state 
visit,’’ the superintendent said he will cooperate with the 
investigation process. 


State officials have come here before, he explained, and 
SDUSD has refused to stick to decisions made at meetings 
between state, district, and diocesan representatives. 


U.S. Education Department representatives will visit 
San Diego March 25. ‘“‘If they feel there are grounds,”’ 
the diocese may request a ‘‘bypass compromise’’ wherein 
a third party would administer Chapter I (formerly Title 


Controversy on abortion, church 
teaching reaches new levels

Controversy over Catholic teaching and abortion 
reached a new pitch in early March. 


e Dissenters on abortion sought to shift the question 
from abortion itself to authority and free speech in the 
Church, with more than 900 Catholics taking out a full- 
page ad to that effect in The New York Times March 2. 

e Several leading bishops bluntly rejected that 
approach, insisting that there can be no legitimate dissent 
from church teaching on the objective moral evil of 
abortion. 

e An abortion rights rally in the nation’s capital drew 
an estimated 85,000 demonstrators, with Catholic 
feminist leaders prominently featured in the day’s events. 


THE TIMES ad was a “Declaration of Solidarity”’ 
with 97 Catholics who had signed a 1984 ad asserting that 
there was more than one “‘legitimate Catholic position’”’ 
on the morality of direct abortion. 


The new ad declared that Catholics ‘‘act within their 


rights and responsibilities as Catholic and citizens’’ if in 
good conscience they ‘‘take positions on the difficult 
questions of legal abortion and other controversial issues 
that differ from the official hierarchical positions’’ on 
controversial issues. : 


Signers of the new ad declared their ‘‘solidarity with all 
Catholics whose right to free speech is under attack’’ and 
objected to “‘reprisals’’ by church authorities against 
signers of the first ad. 

BISHOPS SEEMED unwilling, however, to allow the 
second ad to shift the debate too easily from the morality 
of abortion to its legality or from dissent on a church 
teaching to dissent on still-controversial issues. 

On March 3 Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los 
Angeles declared that the new ad ‘‘contradicts the clear 
and constant teaching of the Catholic Church that 
deliberately chosen abortion is objectively immoral.”’ 


He called it “‘misleading and wrong to describe a 
situation of dissent . . . from authentic church teaching 
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I) funds for Catholic schools, Father Clark said. 


CHAPTER I is the section of the 1981 Education 
Consolidation and Improvement Act that provides 
remedial assistance to poor children. Both public and 
private school students may be eligible for Chapter I aid, 
but the U.S. Supreme Court ruled last July that public 
school ‘teachers may not provide remedial instruction in 
private schools. - 


Father Clark’s letter came after SDUSD in February 
approved a plan that would provide 12 buses at 12 
Catholic school sites within the district. 


Noble Shade, of SDUSD’s compensatory education 
program, said the district feels the program approved is 
equitable. ‘“The bus service is equitable to that (provided) 
at public school sites,’’ said Shade, whose office 
administers the Chapter I program at private schools. 

AT THE TIME that Father Clark wrote the 
complaint letter, buses were being provided at only three 
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MOBILE CLASSROOM — Students in five Catholic 
schools within the San Diego Unified School District 
now receive remedial instruction in buses such as this 
one parked at Our Lady’s School.

INFORMAL ENCOUNTER — Pope 
John Paul II has invited Brazilian church 
leaders to the Vatican March 13-15 to discuss 
church activities in their country. A Vatican 
official said the discussions would cover 
liberation theology, which has become popular 
in Brazil and has drawn warnings from the 
Vatican. The official added, however, that the 
meeting would be more than a “‘doctrinal 
discussion’’ and would include other pastoral 
issues. The meeting will be an ‘‘informal 
encounter’’ undertaken in ‘‘fraternal 
dialogue, concerned with the life and activity 
of the Church in that nation,’’ a statement 
from the Vatican press office said. 


RAPE DEFENSE — The British bishops 
have approved use of the ‘‘morning-after pill’’ 
in cases of rape_if physicians determine the 
victim has not ovulated. The statement said 
that Catholics may administer or seek 
hormonal post-coital contraception — 
commonly referred to as the ‘‘morning-after 
pill’? — if it is administered ‘‘within about a 
day after the assault.’’ Another form of post- 
coital contraception — insertion of an intra- 
uterine device — was judged to be effective 
only if the IUD were inserted within one-half 
hour of the attack. If the IUD were inserted 
later, or if the pill were administered during or 
after ovulation, it could cause an abortion, 
said the statement. The statement cited a 1980 
document by the Catholic archbishops of 
Britain, which said a rape victim is ‘“‘entitled to 
defend herself against the continuing effects of 
such an attack and to seek immediate medical 
assistance with a view to preventing 
conception.”’ 


NO CANONICAL STATUS — The 
Sword of the Spirit, an international 
evangelical organization, does not have 
canonical status in the dioceses of Lansing, 
Mich., and Steubenville, Ohio, according to 
diocesan officials Father James Murray, 
chancellor in Lansing, and Father Roger Foys, 
vicar general in Steubenville. The question of 
canonical status surfaced amid controversy 
involving the non-denominational group in 
Newark, N.J., when Archbishop Peter L. 
Gerety of Newark in December told members 
of a local Catholic charismatic group, People 
of Hope, to sever ties with the international 
organization. Sword leaders have claimed the 
archbishop has no jurisdiction over the 
community and said their organization has 
“canonical standing’ in Lansing and 


Steubenville.

UNIFORM SPANISH LITURGY — 
National liturgy officials from Spanish- 


speaking countries met at the Vatican in 
February and took two major steps toward 
developing uniform Spanish liturgy texts 
worldwide. They approved common 
translations of the Order of the Mass, the 
Lord’s Prayer, Eucharistic Prayers I-IV and 
the newly 
recommending that all Spanish-speaking 
bishops’ conferences adopt those texts within 
five years. They formed a new international 
commission to develop Spanish texts of other 
liturgical books to recommend for common 
adoption in all Spanish-speaking countries. 
The meeting, sponsored by the Vatican’s 
Congregation for Divine Worship, drew 
together the presidents and secretaries of 
national liturgy commissions from nearly all 
the world’s Spanish-speaking bishops’ 
conferences. 


GLOBAL CRUCIFIXION — Two 
Catholic bishops active in the peace movement 
are opposed to a nuclear weapons train, calling 
it ‘‘another step toward global crucifixion’’ 
and a symbol of an immoral U.S. nuclear 
arms policy. ‘‘Our government’s evident 
policy is to reject disarmament initiatives while 
seeking a nuclear first-strike capability,’ said 
Archbishop Raymond Hunthausen of Seattle 
and Bishop Leroy T. Matthiesen of Amarillo, 
Texas, as the train traveled across the country 
in February. They said that the train, “‘trans- 
porting huge shipments of nuclear warheads,”’ 
signals a U.S. ‘‘buildup of nuclear 
weapons . . . far beyond our pastoral letter’s 
‘strictly conditioned moral acceptance’ of our 
nation’s nuclear deterrence policy.’’ The letter 
they referred to was the U.S. bishops’ 1983 
peace pastoral. 


HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATED — An 
Irish Catholic organization has reported 
‘widespread’? human rights violations 
continuing in El Salvador, despite an 
improvement in conditions in recent years. 
The report, published in January, cites, 
among other violations, ‘‘indiscriminate 
bombing of civilian populations’? during 
government operations against guerrilla 
forces. The report was prepared by a 
delegation from Trocaire, the Irish-based 
Catholic agency for world development, which 
visited El Salvador for one week in November 
1985. Particularly criticized in the document 
was the ‘‘widespread and _ indiscriminate 
bombing of the civilian population in disputed 
parts of the country”’ and the military’s efforts 
to destroy livestock and crops in those areas. 
The report said an estimated 600,000 
Salvadorans have been displaced by the war. 


VATICAN PIPELINE — Cardinal 
Jaime Sin of Manila has.criticized the apostolic 
nuncio to the Philippines as being a pipeline to 
the Vatican for first lady Imelda Marcos 
during the country’s post-election crisis. The 
cardinal spoke about the nuncio and events 
surrounding the Feb. 7 presidential election in 
an interview appearing in Asia Focus, a Hong 
Kong-based Catholic weekly. Cardinal Sin 
said the nuncio, Archbishop Bruno Torpigli- 
ani, ‘‘is too much. The first lady ran to the 
nuncio and told him what she wanted, he 
called Rome and passed it along as his own 
suggestion and then he came here to tell me 
what to do.’’ Cardinal Sin said the Vatican got 
its information on the Philippine situation 
from the nuncio. 

Cardinal Sin also claims that church 
involvement in the Philippines’ post-election 
crisis prevented widespread bloodshed. ‘‘I 
think there could have been violence, the 
shedding of blood, and maybe the communists

could have taken over,’”’ he said at a Rome air- 
port press conference March 5. “‘Because of 
the influence of the bishops and the Church it 
came out beautifully.”’ 


RELIGIOUS LIFE STUDY — Atrch- 
bishop John Quinn, head of the papal 
commission studying religious life in the 
United States, has briefed Pope John Paul II 
on the study. The San Francisco archbishop 
said he told the pope that a recent meeting of 
specialists from disciplines such as 
anthropology and history ‘‘seemed to have a 
consensus that religious life generally is in 
good condition, notwithstanding some 
difficulties here and there that are a part of 
life.’’ Archbishop Quinn also said the pope 
‘‘was very responsive and expressed a great 
deal of interest in the study.’’ 
Representatives of U.S. nuns recently met 
with Vatican officials, including Cardinal Jean 
Jerome Hamer, head of the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes, to discuss concerns of U.S. women 
religious. The agenda of the meetings 
‘focused on three areas: the involvement of 
United States sisters in social problems and 
initiatives; the relationship between LCWR

Family atmosphere prevails at Noah Homes

SPRING VALLEY — “‘I know I’m retarded, but I’m 
normal,’’ a Noah Homes client once told Benedictine 
Sister Kathryn Jennings, executive director of the 
residence for developmentally disabled adults. 


Unknowingly, the client underscored the aim of the 
national Association for Retarded Citizens’ (ARC) 
annual public relations campaign in March — to increase 
awareness of the capabilities of the mentally retarded 
persons. 


SHE ALSO illustrated the purpose of a State 
resolution passed in 1972, which declared that a mentally 
retarded person has the same right ‘‘to as normal a life as 
possible despite the severity of his or her handicap’’ as 
other California citizens the same age. 


The resolution defined normalization as providing 
“‘maximum opportunitiy to participate in usual living 


experiences including education, work, and _ social 
activities that permit development to the highest 
potential.’’ 


Whom does this law protect? ARC literature states that 
“*3 percent of this country’s population can be described 


_ as mentally retarded at any given time.’’ It classifies 89 


percent of these cases as mild, 6 percent as moderate, and 
5 percent as severe. 


ARC ALSO uses the term ‘‘developmentally disabled’? 
to include, in’addition to mental retardation, those with 
cerebral palsy, epilepsy, and autism. Some disabled 
persons have multiple handicaps, said Sue Racanelli, 
ARC-San Diego public relations assistant. 


This non-profit organization, partially supported by 
state funds, provides most of its services free to eligible 
clients, Racanelli said. Those not qualifying according to 
state guidelines can receive the same services by paying 
for them, she explained. 


ARC-SD serves over 1,000 disabled people on a daily 
basis through its county-wide programs — parent-infant 
development, adult and work activity programs, 
vocational training, residential and leisure programs, and 
various social services, Racanelli said. 


THE CATHOLIC Church’s ministry with persons 
having developmental disabilities is seen at Noah Homes, 
St. Madeleine Sophie’s Training Center, and in special 
religious education programs offered in many parishes.

Hair-raising secrets divulged in ‘Vatican’ 


In 1962 the Vatican ‘‘concluded an agreement with 
Moscow, with the Politburo, that the Vatican would 
never attack directly the policies of the Soviet Union, and 
since that time it never has,’’ according to Malachi 
Martin, author of Vatican, a blockbuster 657-page novel. 


‘‘The present pope is so anti-communist it is not funny, 
but he has never criticized Russia,’’ Martin said in a 


’ recent interview. 


THIS IS only one hair-raising ‘‘secret’’ divulged in 
Martin’s sensational book, which he admitted is really a 
commentary on contemporary Catholicism disguised as a 
novel. 


Asked why, when all his previous books about the 
Vatican have been. non-fiction, he has now written a 
novel, Martin answered: ‘‘I put this one into fiction 
because I am dealing with some very volatile and 
explosive subjects that are splitting the Church every 
which way. I can say it better, describe scenes better, and 
be more candid in a novel.”’ 


I take this to mean Martin firmly believes all he has 
divulged and hopes the reader will too. That’s asking a 
lot, and this reader, for one, is extremely skeptical. 


MANY OF his ‘‘secrets’’ strike me as figments of his 
imagination. Novelists are free to put forth imaginary 
‘*secrets’’ for dramatic effect. In this case, however, the 
author claims the opposite, that his ‘‘secrets’’ are not 
imaginary. 


The Yardstick

The trouble is, because it is fiction, the author does not 
provide an iota of evidence to substantiate his “‘secrets.’’ I 
am unprepared to take them on faith until Martin can 
come up with some credible evidence. 


Did the Vatican cut a deal with Moscow, as Martin 
alleges? In the absence of supporting evidence, it is 
impossible to determine. That was, I recall, more or less 
the Communist Party line, at least in Italy, at the time of 
the council. 


MY RECORDS show that in 1962, toward the end of 
the council’s first session, Palmiro Togliatti, secretary- 
general of the Italian Communist Party, told the party 
congress that ‘‘influential organizations and high 
personages in the Catholic Church now admit their 
adhesion to socialist principles.’’ He repeated the theory 
frequently advanced by other Communist leaders in the 
1960s that Pope John XXIII and his ‘‘progressive’’ 
supporters convened the council to force their 
‘‘reactionary’’ collegues to accept the necessity of 
cooperating with communist regimes. 


To the best of my knowledge, nothing that transpired 
during the council lent any support to Togliatti’s analysis. 
Moreover, the Vatican firmly repudiated his speech. That 
doesn’t necessarily mean Martin’s allegation is 
completely unfounded, but it strongly suggests the burden 
of proof is still on him. 


Certain ultraconservative groups, for different but 
equally dubious motives, were echoing the communist 
line about the council in 1962. One group published at 
least two full-length books on the danger of the council. 
One warned that it would lead to a disastrous 
“‘reconciliation’’ between Catholicism and communism; 
the other implied certain key figures in the council were in 
league with the communists and desperatly plotting to 
undermine Christianity. 


NEITHER TOGLIATTI’S claims nor the two books 
were of worldshaking importance. They do serve to 
dramatize the importance of a point made by the late 
Cardinal Domenico Tardini of the Vatican Secretariat of 
State, namely, that the council was fortunate to be 
completely free of political interference. 


“This time,’’ Cardinal Tardini said at a press 
conference on the background and purposes of Vatican 
II, ‘‘we shall do it alone. Times have changed. At one 
time communications also depended on princes, but 
today the Church can move more freely. The 
participation of heads of state at a council today would 
create a somewhat comic effect.’’ 


It was bad enough that politically inspired individuals 
misrepresented the council from the outside; it would 
have been far worse, however, had they been in a position 
to ply their trade within the council itself.

Excommunication case may only confuse issue 


It’s probably old news by now. I am 
referring to the case of the Catholic 
woman informed by her diocese last June 
that she was ‘‘automatically’’ excommun- 
icated because of her abortion-related 
work as executive director of Planned 
Parenthood of Rhode Island. 


If there weren’t a larger issue at stake, 
this column might otherwise be 
redundant. The larger issue has to do 
with the scope of canon 1398: ‘‘A person 


_ who procures a completed abortion incurs 


an automatic excommunication.”’ 


SOME CATHOLICS want to have 
this canon applied not only to officials of 
organizations like Planned Parenthood, 
to Catholic politicians in 
Congress and in various state houses 
around the country. 


At a press conference on June 24, 1984, 
for example, a reporter for The Wanderer 
asked the new archbishop of New York, 
John J. O’Connor, if he had ‘“‘the 
juridical power to excommunicate 
Catholic heads-of-state, if, as in the case 
of Governor Cuomo, they openly support 
assaults on innocent human life, contrary 
to the teaching of the Church?”’ 


The archbishop said that he wasn’t sure 
if he did or did not have the power, but 
that he would have to talk personally with 


~ the Governor before he could consider 


such action. 


WHATEVER ONE may think of the 
public . record of certain Catholic 
politicians, it is clear beyond any reason- 
able doubt that canon 1398 would not 
apply to any of them. The canon is a 
penal canon. Canon 18 requires that 
penal canons be interpreted strictly: 
“Laws which establish a penalty or 
restrict the free exercise of rights or which 
contain an exception to the law are 
subject to a strict interpretation.”’ 


Only a loose interpretation would 
expand the scope of canon 1398 to include 
legislators, governors, and other public 
officials. According to a strict

interpretation, the canon would apply 
only to those who directly and formally 
cooperate in the procuring of ‘‘a 
completed abortion.’’ 


These would include, for example, the 
woman having the abortion, the doctor 
and other medical attendants, the person 
(husband, friend) paying for the abortion, 
and the owner(s) of the abortion facility 
who derive a profit from each abortion. 


FURTHERMORE, CANON 1324 
stipulates that penalties have to be 
“‘tempered’’ if, among other conditions, 
a person ‘‘without any fault was unaware 
that a penalty was attached to the law.”’ 


Does that leave the Catholic Church 
with no recourse against public figures, 
such as an executive director of Planned 
Parenthood, who might be a source of 
grave scandal in their communities? Not 
at all. In fact, canon 1399 allows for the 
imposition of ‘‘a just penalty’’ in other 
cases, but ‘‘only when the particular 
seriousness of the violation demands 
punishment and there is an urgent need 
to preclude or repair scandal.’’ 


At that point canon 1425 comes into 
play. Since the penalty of excommunica- 
tion would not be automatic under canon 
1399, a hearing is required. Canon 1425 
includes ‘‘penal cases . . . concerning the 
imposition or declaration of excommuni- 
cation’? among the cases that ‘“‘are 
reserved to a collegiate tribunal of three 
judges.’’ The canon also grants the 
bishop authority to increase the number 
of judges to five in ‘‘more difficult cases 
or cases of greater importance.”’ 


CATHOLICS SHOULD keep in 


mind that the imposition of an automatic 
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penalty of excommunication for abortion 
is unusual in itself. Except for the murder 
of the pope, no other form of ‘‘homicide”’ 
is subject to the automatic penalty of ex- 
communication, not even the murder of a 
bishop. 


Thus, if a Catholic burst into an 
abortion clinic and gunned down every- 
one in the operating room, each of his 
Catholic victims would have died outside 
the Church (unless, of course, they were 
unaware of the penalty), but the 
murderer would still be a member of the 
Church, albeit in mortal sin. 


For this reason, some canon lawyers 
questioned the inclusion of canon 1398 in 
the new Code. Proponents of the canon, 
however, argued that life in the womb is

not only innocent but also is utterly 
defenseless. The fetus cannot flee from 
the attacker, and thus needs a special 
protection of law. 


HOWEVER, IN our modern world of 
technologically efficient murders, air- 
plane travelers are no less innocent and 
no less incapable of fleeing if a bomb is 
detonated at 35,000 feet high over the 
Atlantic Ocean. The killer, were he a 
Catholic, would not automatically be ex- 
communicated. 


This, however, is getting us into a 
discussion of the wisdom of canon 1398 
rather than its scope. Whether the canon 
is good law or not, it cannot be extended 
in ways that some Catholics would like. 


Unfortunately, the Rhode Island case 
confused rather than clarified the issue. 
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Equal time needed 


David E. Simcox, director of the 
Center for Immigration Studies wrote an 
opinion (2/27) critical of the Sanctuary 
movement and those involved in it. 


The author admirably states that ‘‘the 
Sanctuary activists deserve respect as 
fellow Christians for the sincerity of their 
commitment to the pursuit of justice as 
they perceive it. They must go where they 
feel the Holy Spirit leads.’’ 


I cannot, however, reconcile the stance 
in the remainder of the article with this 
noble sentiment. 


After expressing his respect, Mr. 
Simcox says that the movement ‘“‘is 
selective in its concern’’ and that ‘‘it sees 
people as means rather than ends for its 
cause.’’ Since no proofs are offered, it 
seems that motivations are being 
impugned. The author repeatedly 
questions the activists’ motives. 


Had Mr. Simcox continued his 
presentation with the quality of the first 
section without alluding to reasons for the 
members’ actions, his arguments would 
have been more persuasive. 


There is an important aspect of the 
issue that he does. not treat: The 
possibility that Sanctuary activists are not 
breaking the law but are objecting to the 
present administration’s classification of 
the aliens being given sanctuary as 


. persons wishing to better their economic 


status rather than as political refugees 
fleeing for their lives and freedom.

Pro-choice ad results in strange bedfellows

On March 2, a group calling itself the ‘‘Committee of 
Concerned Catholics’’ placed a paid advertisement (to the 
tune of $36,137) in The New York Times. This ad was a 
follow-up to their ‘‘Catholic Statement on Pluralism and 
Abortion’’ that appeared on Oct. 7, 1984. 


Their ‘‘Declaration of Solidarity’? sounds an agenda 
quite foreign to more noteworthy, genuinely heroic 
Solidarity types, such as John Paul II and Lech Walesa. 


THE COMMITTEE quotes from the Second Vatican 
Council: ‘‘Let there be unity in what is necessary, 
freedom in what is doubtful, and charity in everything.”’ 
Agreed. 


The committee’s reading of this, however, is 
misleading. The pope has unequivocally condemned a 
pro-choice stance on abortion, constantly repeating this 
view in his many travels. In short, the matter of the 
Church’s anti-abortion stance is ‘‘necessary’’ — and not 
doubtful — for those that would be her members.

I confess I am always annoyed by committees that label 
themselves ‘‘concerned.’’ Are those not sharing their 
viewpoint thereby ‘‘unconcerned?”’ 


I AM equally piqued by the high moralizing tone of 
Dr. Daniel Maguire and his colleagues that “‘we are 
Catholics in good standing.’’ For the record, at least one 
signatory of the declaration has recently been excommun- 
icated, so her status as a concerned Catholic seems less 
than most. 


Ironically, this new breed of (what might be termed) 
‘‘yuppie Catholics’? reminds me of the former Jesuit 
heretic, Leonard Feeney, and his view that salvation out- 
side of the Church is impossible. Could incipient 
‘*Feeneyism’’ be at the root of their shibboleth: ‘‘we are 
Catholics in good standing?”’ 


Surely, this group is free to leave the Holy Mother 
Church (a title with a rather stident feminist ring, I 
would have thought). There are other religions in town, 
some of them seemingly more congenial to the 
committee’s agenda. Might there be some latent anti- 
ecumenism in their not leaving Catholicism? 


Their constitutionally-protected right to free speech is 
not under attack by the Vatican — only their right of free 
speech under the guise of orthodox Catholicism. There 
are limits on free speech, and if you think not, try 
screaming ‘‘fire’’ in a crowded theatre. 


ROMAN CATHOLICISM (rightly and _ logically) 
teaches that a pro-choice stance on abortion is tantamount 
to a pro-abortion perspective. (For example: if a person is 
pro-choice on slavery, then despite their own avowals that 
they would never engage in that practice they, nonethe- 
less, deem it morally permissible for others to own slaves.) 
Sadly, the leader of this group of ‘“‘Concerned Catholics,”’ 
Frances Kissling, has publicly admitted on national 
television to having operated an abortion clinic. 


There is something terribly ludicrous in the 
committee’s litany of ‘‘reprisals.’’ After all, these putative 
‘‘martyrs’’ are holding the overwhelming position on 
abortion in this country, fully protected by Roe v. Wade. 
Their status-quo tales of Vatican persecution strike one as 
bourgeois and unplightful. 


Moreover, their theologising via the media, has the 
effect, whether intended or not, of diminishing any 
constructive attempts at progressive reform in Roman 
Catholicism. Instead, their cause serves to fuel the 
conservatives, long suspicious of Vatican II, and 
embarrass in the offing liberal Catholics (like myself) who 
are forced by faith and moral conviction to become 
strange bedfellows with the conservatives on this matter. 


WHO ARE the real agitators causing ‘‘confusion and 
polarization within the Catholic community’’ on the 
matter of abortion? 


I am utterly puzzled by their prepared letters 
requesting sympathisers to write to Cardinal Hamer at 
the Vatican and Bishop Malone at the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. Flushed out, are such 
avenues of redress not de facto appeals to religious 
authority — the very magisterium that they fear, if not 
abhor? 


The hard fact remains that this group is only news- 
worthy when they pose as ‘‘committed Catholics.’’ The 
media would not give them any attention — given that 
their pro-choice stance enunciates the vox populi — if they 
did not claim to be speaking as Catholics. 


THEIR ORIGINAL claim in the October 1984 New 
York Times Ad said ‘‘a diversity of opinions regarding 
abortion exists among committed Catholics.’’ The key 
word here is ‘‘committed.’’ Without it, even the pope 
could have agreed to that empirical assertion. With it, 
though, no non-nominal Catholic striving for good 
standing can agree. 

Their claim that the Church’s opposition to abortion 
“‘discriminates against poor women’? is absurd. Just ask 
any director of a Catholic Social Services office what a 
donation of $36,137 (doubtless double given the original 
ad) in their coffers would mean to the poor they try to 
serve.

The five schools now provided with the mobile class- 
room buses are St. Jude, Our Lady’s, Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart, St. Rita, and St. Michael. 


Principals at the five schools served by the buses 
expressed a number of concerns about the mobile class- 
rooms in interviews with Southern Cross. 


RICHARD SCHERER, principal at Our Lady’s, said 

that ‘‘minor damage was done to instructional 
materials’ and the battery was taken from the bus over a 
four-day holiday weekend in February, while the bus was 
parked at Bandini Center, an SDUSD facility. Chapter I 
students at Our Lady’s lost one day of instruction due to 
the damage, he said. 


Two days of instruction were lost by St. Jude’s students 
because of damage done over the same weekend to the bus 
that serves that school, said Guillermo Valdivia, 
principal. 

Valdivia said profanities had been written on the bus, 
fire extinguishers had been sprayed aboard it, paint was 
on seats, blackboards had been defaced, the-battery had 
been taken, and materials had been thrown about the bus. 
Despite the damage done to it, the bus was taken to St. 
Jude Feb. 18. 


Valdivia said that children were not permitted on the 
bus, however, until it had been cleaned up. 


SHADE DENIED that the St. Jude’s bus had been 
damaged to the extent described by Valdivia. He 
acknowledged that ‘‘minor vandalism’’ had been done to 
the two buses but said ‘‘only the batteries were taken. 
Nothing else was taken out of the buses to my 
knowledge.” 


Security aboard the buses also concerns principals. 
Except for the one at Our Lady’s; there is no 
communication between the bus and the the school it 
serves. Our Lady’s school was given walkie-talkies after 
Scherer ‘‘forced the issue’’ of safety with the district. 


Shade said the district ‘‘is in the process of buying two- 
way radios’’ that will link the buses with Bandini Center. 
Once the radios are installed, district security or the local 
police would respond to any call for assistance from the 
buses, he said.

IN ST. LOUIS, Archbishop John -L. May told 
reporters that “‘there is absolutely no room for a_pro- 
choice position in the Catholic Church.’’ 


Initially the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
made no formal statement on the new ad. On March 7, 
however, in response to questions about the legitimacy of 
Catholic dissent on abortion, Bishop James Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, declared that ‘‘there is no room for 
dissent’’ on the central issue, the Church’s moral teaching 
on the question. 


“There is no such thing as legitimate dissent by a 
Catholic from the proposition that to seek or perform a 
direct abortion is, objectively considered, a grave moral 
evil.*’ 

BISHOP MALONE, speaking as the NCCB 
president, called abortion a ‘‘complex issue’’ that has 
legal and pastoral dimensions as well. ‘There is room for 
diversity of views on these other aspects of the abortion 
question, although even here not all opinions are valid 
and acceptable,’’ he said. As an example, he cited as 
unacceptable the position that ‘‘abortion falls outside of 
law and public policy.”’ 


Cardinal Bernard F. Law of Boston also spoke out 
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EXTRA HELP — Several kindergarten students in a 
_Catholic school within the San Diego Unified School 
District (SDUSD) receive extra instruction in language 
on buses that have been converted into classrooms.

because of travel time, time spent getting fuel, and break- 
down of buses, said Daniel O’Neal, OLSH principal.

THE DISTRICT is aware of the noise problem, 
Shade said. ‘‘We are and will continue to do something 
about the noise,’’ he added. 


Several of the teachers assigned to the buses have 
written letters to district officials suggesting ways to 
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against the ad March 7. In a column in his archdiocesan 
newspaper, The Pilot, he said that the kind of dissent the 
““Declaration of Solidarity’’ argued for ‘‘is incompatible 
with Catholic faith and practice.”’ 


America and Commonweal, two of.the leading U.S. 
Catholic opinion journals, also joined in the fray. Both 
attacked the new ad for creating ‘‘confusion’’ about issues 
too important for that treatment. 


A CONFUSION of principles and issues in the ad was 
“*so blatant it is hard to believe it is not deliberate,’’ said 
America, a Jesuit-run weekly, in a March 15 editorial. 


Commonweal, a lay-edited biweekly, recalled in its 
March 14 issue that it had earlier accused the first ad of 
“calculated ambiguity’’ about the issues it addressed. 
“The second (ad) heaped a new layer of confusion about 
Catholics’ ‘right to free speach,’’ ’ the new editorial said. 

‘‘What is at stake here has virtually nothing to do with 
a right to free speech in the First Amendment sense,’’ 
Commonweal said. 

AMONG SIGNERS of the second ad, several played a 
leading role in the abortion rights rally in Washington 
March 9. 

“*The Catholic Church has made abortion its No. 1 
issue,’’ said Frances Kissling, executive director of 
Catholics for a Free Choice, a signer and coordinator of

The letters suggested ways to solve the noise problem 
and better configurations for furniture aboard the buses, 
as well as concern about safety, according to one of the 
teachers who asked not.to be named.

MANY OF THE teachers assigned to the buses are 
frustrated. ‘“There’s no follow through. The bus is not 
always there. The children are not getting what they 
deserve,’’ the teacher said. 


Shade said he was not aware of any letters from any bus 
teachers to the district. 


Although he declined to cite a specific.date, Shade also 
said buses for the seven remaining Catholic school sites 
are being readied. ‘‘They will all go out before the end of 
the year,’’ he said.

have grown in ‘‘self-confidence, 
competency, social skills, personal 
hygiene,’’ and housekeeping ability, 
Sister Jennings said. 

Three years ago one client’s ‘‘negative 
attention-getting behaviors’’ 
his being taken on outings. ‘‘He would 
stand in a corner, cry, and rub his eyes,”’ 
she said. 


Today he ‘‘interacts with confidence,”’ 
and accompanies the other clients and 
staff to Santa Sophia Church for liturgies 
and socials, to Padres games, movies, 
museums, musical performances, the 
zoo, Wild Animal Park, and Sea World, 
she added. 


WHAT LESSONS can the Noah 
Homes clients teach? Sister Jennings 
relates them like a litany of praise. 

‘‘Joe has taught us to see the beautiful 
in simple things,’’ she said, ‘‘. . . and to 
be quick in forgiving. 

‘‘Leona expresses so much enthusiasm 
about ordinary things.. When we have 
company, she is our P.R. person.”’ 


SISTER JENNINGS described Kathy 


as ‘‘an example of how to affirm other 


people’? and Noreen as a ‘“‘teacher of 
gentleness, who is insightful and 
perceptive.”’ 


“It’s humbling to be with Jack,’’ she 
said. ‘‘He can’t talk, walk, or feed 
himself . . . but is full of joy. He teaches 


_ us to accept our limitations.”’ 


She credited Buffy’s smile and 
playfulness with ‘‘keeping us from taking 
ourselves and life too seriously.”’ 


CARE-PROVIDER Lisa La Russa 
attributed Noah Homes’ family spirit to 
the staff’s low turnover rate and personal 
interest in each client. ‘‘We work here 
because we love it,’’ she said.

Twenty-four-year-old Michele 
Jennings, another care-provider, who is 
Sister Kathryn’s niece, referred to the 
clients as peers and friends with the same 
interests as her own. 


La Russa contrasted Noah Homes with 
other community care centers where she 
has worked that emphasize ‘‘behavior 
modification more than ‘‘providing a 
loving, stable environment.”’ 


SISTER JENNINGS concurred. 
According to families of two of the clients, 
they spent much more time in their rooms 
while living in former facilities, she said. 
Those who came from family settings also 
spent more time alone, she added. 


Noah Homes’ physical features 
enhance the family atmosphere. A framed 
stained-glass window with a rainbow over 
a wooden ark hangs in the family room 
window. The rainbow, a symbol of hope, 
is repeated in wall hangings and banners 
throughout the home. 


Near the front entrance is a pencil 
sketch of the clients drawn by a former 
care-provider. Much of the dining room 
wall is covered with the residents’ art 
work with attached ribbons awarded by 
the Sacramento Association for the 
Retarded. 


A GERMAN shepherd and _ black 
Labrador retriever, David and Goliath, 
roam throughout the house and run freely 
on the nine-acre site. The dogs . are 
especially loved by Leona. 


The clients ride the Home’s two horses 
on Friday: evenings. Other evening 
activities include letter-writing, table 
games, listening to music and dancing, 
and watching television, Sister Jennings 
said. 


The need for Noah Homes surfaced in 
1977 when she was the diocesan 
consultant for special religious education. 
Parents in a support group she established 
asked who would care for their mentally 
retarded adult children after their 
parents’ death. 


SISTER JENNINGS visited homes for 
the mentally handicapped throughout the - 
country and formed a non-profit, public 
benefit corporation in 1981. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher offered to serve 
as chairman of the board two years later. 


The present clients ‘‘have a range of 
abilities’’ so the more able ones can help 
those less able, Sister Jennings said. 


A WAITING list of 146 explains the 
construction of four 12-room homes on 
the former Spring Valley ranch. 
Completion is expected in June, Sister 
Jennings said. She has raised most of its 
$1.3. million cost from donations of 
individuals, foundations, grants, and 
employee contribution clubs. 


Two more homes and a community 
center for retreats and camps will be built 
after a sewage system is installed, she 


added. 


Each client’s monthly payment of 
about $500 of their Supplementary 
Security Income for board and care leaves 
a monthly operating deficit of some 
$1,800. This amount must be offset by 
donations, she said.

WASHINGTON (NC) — The House 
Foreign Affairs Committee approved a 
$250 million aid program March 6 to be 
dispersed over a five-year period for 
economic revitalization in Northern 
Ireland. 


The measure is meant as a sign of U.S. 
support for the Anglo-Irish accord 
reached last November. 


THE COMMITTEE bill places a 
number of conditions on the aid that were 
sought by Irish-American groups and 
some members of Congress. 


Although the bill contains no specific 
reference to the MacBride Principles, a 
set of guidelines addressing aspects of job 
discrimination in Northern Ireland, it 
states that U.S. funds must be dispersed 
in a non-discriminatory fashion. 


The bill also states that the president 
must make every effort to make sure there 
is an American voice on the Anglo-Irish 
intergovernmental council, which will 
administer the funds. 


THE FOREIGN Affairs sub- 
committee on Europe and the Middle 
East held hearings March 5 to discuss the 
Reagan administration-backed proposal 
to provide aid to Northern Ireland and 
Ireland to help carry out the terms of the 
Anglo-Irish accord. 


That agreement, while recognizing 
British sovereignty over Northern 


Ireland, for the first time gives the largely 


Catholic Republic of Ireland the right to 
“‘put forward views and_ proposals’? ~ 
regarding the administration of the 
mostly Protestant Northern Ireland. _ 

The accord also established an Inter- - 
national Fund, to which countries could ~ 
contribute, for economic revitalization in 
Northern Ireland. The fund would be 
administered by an Intergovernmental 
Council. 


APPEARING BEFORE the sub- 
committee, House Speaker Thomas P. 
O’Neill, D-Mass., whose grandfather was 
born in Belfast, endorsed economic 
assistance to Ireland and Northern 
Ireland but warned against making the 
aid conditional. 


Congress should not make aid 
“contingent on a long list of political 
conditions,’’ O’Neill said. ‘‘We need to 
express our unqualified support for the 
accord, not our doubts about it.’’ 


He said the Anglo-Irish accord 
“provides the best chance in the nearly 
two decades of ‘troubles’ in Northern 
Ireland to build a bridge of hope and 
reconciliation in Northern Ireland.’’ 


O’NEILL’S VIEW was echoed by 
Rep. Thomas S. Foley, D-Wash., the 
House majority whip. Foley said it would 
be a “‘great mistake for Congress to 
attempt to set up political conditions”’ for 
economic assistance. 


Statue kidnapping kicks 
off St. Patrick’s parade

CINCINNATI (NC) — There is 
nothing ‘‘wee’’ about the statue that leads 
the St. Patrick’s Day Parade through 
downtown Cincinnati each year. Its size 
is definitely not little, nor is the folklore 
surrounding it. 


The life-size statue of St. Patrick, the 
bishop who Christianized much of 
Ireland, makes its home at Holy Cross- 
Immaculata Church in Cincinnati most 
of the year. 

COME MID-FEBRUARY and the 
approach of the March 17 St. Patrick’s 
feast day, however, the statue’s where- 
abouts can be hard to ascertain. 


As the tale goes, several hundred Irish- 
Americans from the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, the local organizers of the 
parade, meet one month before the 
scheduled parade to ‘“‘steal’’ the statue. 


At Holy Cross-Immaculata, the 
Hibernian heist is pulled off in broad day- 
light after the Irish-Americans knock on 
the church door with their shillelaghs. 
Once the figure is obtained, the Irish tote 
the statue through the streets with bag- 
pipes blaring.

SAN DIEGO — Traditional Irish 
food, music, and dancing will be featured 
at St. Patrick’s Day celebrations planned 
by a number of diocesan parishes and 
local organizations.

THIS YEAR the Hibernians 
perpetrated what might be called their 
““statue-tory crime’’ on Feb. 16. 


In the past, the ‘‘thieves’’ would 
reputedly hide St. Patrick from public 
view until parade time. Now, however, 
he is returned to his pedestal until his float 
is ready on parade day. 


The origin of the local tradition stirs as 
much debate as the background of St. 
Patrick himself, who was reportedly kid- 
napped from Scotland to Ireland. 
According to one version, the ritual of 


borrowing the statue began about 16 


years ago, according to a pair of Irish- 
men, Mike Crowley and Todd Dunn. 


UNTIL THEN the statue belonged to 
Holy Cross, one of the two parishes in 
Cincinnati’s Mt. Adams neighborhood. 
While Holy Cross was’a parish of Irish 
immigrant families, the other parish, 
Immaculata, served mostly German 
descendants. The rivalry between the two 
nationalities was intense in the early part 


of the century. 


In 1970 when Holy Cross Church was 


closed and merged with Immaculata, 


“‘some of the ladies at Holy Cross said 


coordinates the parade’s Irish dancing 
entertainment and is a member of St.

THE ‘‘MERE providing of economic 
aid to Northern Ireland, without some 
specific conditions and assurances relative 
to its use and beneficiaries — could be a 
mistake and, indeed, be irresponsible,’’ 
Biaggi said. 

_The Irish National Caucus urged in 
testimony to the subcommittee that aid be 
tied to the MacBride Principles and that it 
“not be used by the British government 
for military or security purposes or for the 
gathering of intelligence.” 


Biaggi also questioned the membership 
of the Intergovernmental Council that 
will administer aid money, saying the 
British government would control the 
council. 


Biaggi, Foley, and O’Neill all are 
Catholic. 

ROZANNE L. Ridgway, assistant 
secretary of state for European and 
Canadian affairs, said in her testimony, 
however, that the council would be made

Word of the heist spread through news- 
paper accounts and Irish storytelling. The 
Ancient Order of Hibernians heard about 
it, too, and the idea of holding their own 
parade and kidnapping was born. 


Some Hibernians dispute Crowley’s 
and Dunn’s version of the story. They do 
attest, though, that one year when the 
Hibernians went to ‘“‘steal’’ the statue, 
someone had already stolen it, placing a 
4-inch replica in place of the 6-foot 
original. 

Crowley and Dunn know where the 
miniature came from. It sat atop the 
television set in their favorite bar 
whenever Notre Dame athletic games 
were telecast.

Little bit of Ireland lies west of Mississippi 


RANCHO BERNARDO — An Irish 
priest has left his stamp on a small 
Missouri town with a shamrock seal 
commemorating Ireland’s patron saint — 
and the town’s namesake. 

Msgr. Francis. O’Duignan, 85, . is 
retired and living here with his niece, 
Kathleen McArdle. He arrived in St. 
Patrick, Mo., in 1935 and soon began 
planning to erect a shrine, not only to 
honor the town’s patron saint but also to 
make the town itself better known. 

WHEN FATHER O’Duignan arrived 
at St. Patrick, the town had been home 
for Irish settlers for nearly 100 years. His 
dream began when he realized how much 
the Irish were contributing to their 
adopted land. 


In a dedication booklet for the shrine, 
he wrote: ‘‘With shrines and monuments 
all over our land to men and women great 
in church and state, why could we not 
have something here that would give 
honor to God and tribute to St. Patrick, 
whose spiritual sons and daughters have 
done, and are doing so much for 
America? 

The small farming community of St. 
Patrick couldn’t muster the resources

itself, so Father O’Duignan began a fund- 
raising effort with letters sent all over the 
world. Each envelope carried a shamrock 
on it. 


THE FOLLOWING year he knelt by 
the grave of St. Patrick and prayed for his 
guidance and patronage. Donations 
began coming from various sources. The 
Cardinal Primate of Armagh, direct 
successor of St. Patrick became one of the 
shrine’s first patrons. Noblemen in 
Ulster, poor widows in Kerry, Carmelite 


nuns and Benedictine monks also 
contributed. 
The greening of the envelopes 


blossomed into a major project when 
parishioner John Kirchner, the post- 
master, and the priest designed a 
commemorative seal, known as a cachet, 
with a shamrock and a slogan, reflecting 
their belief of the uniqueness of their 
town. It said, ‘‘St. Patrick, Mo. — The 
Only One in the World.’’ 

The town is in the Diocese of Jefferson 
City, Mo., and is located about 25 miles 
northwest of Hannibal, the boyhood town 
of Mark Twain.

those sending envelopes to be stamped 
and cancelled included donations for the 
shrine. During World War II the funds 
were invested in War Bonds. Msgr. 
O’Duignan recalls, however, that not 
everyone was pleased with that patriotic 
effort. A lady from Minnesota sent ten 


cents with the emphatic request that her 


money was not to go into bonds: she 
wanted it in a church right away. 


FATHER O’DUIGNAN was able to 
dedicate the Shrine of St. Patrick on 
March 17, 1957. Bishop Joseph Marling 
of Jefferson City presided at the 
dedication. The shrine with its round 
tower, a design carried over from the 
Middle Ages when watchtowers were

AT ONE time between 50,000 and 
60,000 envelopes were processed a year 
by the parish, but in recent years the 
annual number has been just over 7,000. 
The shrine no longer depends on 
donations from the stamp although 
donations still come in. 


Not only the envelopes will be wearing 
the green on March 17. The town’s 
annual celebration includes a dinner and 
dance and a Mass at the Shrine of St. 
Patrick.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (NC) — Lebanon’s long, bloody 
civil war has shattered the nation, but it has also brought 
its religious orders more members and raised the spiritual 
awareness of some young people, said church officials. 


“The only good thing the war has done is to give young 
people a higher sense of awareness of their responsibility”’ 
to society, said Father Pierre Azzi, former head of the 
Maronite Monks. 


FATHER AZZI, dean of the school of theology at 
Holy Spirit University in Kaslik, Lebanon, said that there 
was an “‘increased study of theology, especially among 
women,”’ at the university. 


He also noted that ‘‘vocations are increasing’’ and said 
that at the end of this academic year, 25-30 students at the 
university will be ordained to the priesthood. 


The increase in vocations, said Father Azzi, is 
“essentially because of the war,’’ which, he said, has led 
to ‘‘more spiritual maturity.”’ 


ANTONINE FATHER John Sader, superior of the 
community at the Maronite Church of St. Anthony the 
Abbot in Beirut, said his order, founded in 1700, has also 
grown. . 


The order has 100 monks — 32 of them under age 50 
— 21 men studying for the priesthood in Rome, and 23 
more novices in Lebanon. 


“Before the war, Lebanon was rich and wealthy, and 
young men were not very religious,’’ Father Sader said. 
‘The war has caused young men to reflect on religion, to 
deepen in prayer. 

‘“‘WE HAVE a good screening process,’’ he added, 
‘‘and we’re getting men of good character.’’ 


Father Sader also credited Lebanese family life for 
nurturing vocations. 


“There still are very deep religious roots in the 
Maronite family,’’ he said. ‘‘Vocations mature in this 
climate.”’ 


WHILE PRAISING the spiritual, Father Azzi said his 
order ‘‘supported armed resistance’’ during the war 
because they felt that without it, ‘‘Christian society would 
not exist’’ in Lebanon. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (NC) — Most people try to 
avoid the shell-shattered neighborhood along the so- 
called ‘‘green line’’ dividing Christian east Beirut from 
the city’s Moslem western sector. 


Josephine Boulad, however, goes to the line each 
Saturday to care for elderly and displaced people. 


‘*A 7-YEAR-OLD boy was shot here just last 
week,’’ Mrs. Boulad said one Saturday as she ran 
along the dangerous streets. “‘An old lady was shot 
here a few months before. Then, the young man who 
drove the ambulance to help her got shot in the neck.”’ 


Each Saturday, when she finishes work in a religious 
bookstore, Mrs. Boulad heads off to visit aging 
prostitutes in what once was Beirut’s red light district. 
From there she goes to elderly abandoned by their 
children and to displaced families living in green line 
buildings. 

Mrs. Boulad, who with her husband and three sons 
left Egypt 15 years ago to find religious freedom, said 
she does not understand the battle between Moslems 
and Christians. ‘‘We’re Greek Catholics, but we like 
everybody,’’ she said. 


SHE STOPPED at what was once a hotel to visit a 
displaced family — a mother, father, and five children. 
The mother complained of pains in her stomach. 

““Nerves,’” Mrs. Boulad explained. ‘‘A lot of them 
have it.”’ 

During the visit, a machine gunner on a nearby 
block hammered out an answer to a sniper’s fire. 

‘““WHEN I come here with a heavy heart and see the 
hope in these people,’’ she said, ‘‘I say ‘the world is 
wonderful.’ ”’ 5 ; 

Mrs. Boulad has sought aid for the poor wherever 
she can find it. Catholic Relief Services, the U.S. 
bishops’ overseas relief agency, gives her ‘‘about $100 
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One-woman war relief effort 


He denied the frequent assertion that the order had 
been actively involved in Christian militias. He said their 
involvement was limited to support, shown ‘‘by not 
demoralizing them with criticism and moral lessons, 
saying, for example, that they have no right to carry a gun 
or telling them that Christ said to turn the other cheek.”’ 

Antonine Sister Clemence Helou, president of 
Lebanon’s Association for Major Superiors of Women, 
and Mother Marie Elie Bechara of the Maronite Sisters of 
St. Therese, said war relief work has improved the 
spiritual life of their orders. 

‘“WE OPENED our houses to refugees. It was a grace 
to be involved in the war,’’ said Sister Helou. During one 
period of bombing, the Antonine generalate, which had 
never housed anyone but sisters, took in 15 laypersons. 

‘“‘We were full,’’ she said. ‘‘All our convents were 
housing refugees, and we had to deal with them, serve 
them, hear them.”’ 

Because of that, the sisters became “‘open to the life of 
the people.”’ 

‘‘WITH THE war, people became closer to us and 
saw our lives more closely,’’ said Mother Bechara. 

‘‘We took in the displaced, cooked for them, were near 
them,”’ she said. ‘‘Before the war, they thought we were 
distant and wealthy. 

Founded in 1935, the order today has 107 members, as 
well as eight novices and eight postulants. 

ALONG WITH the increasing membership and the 
deepened sense of mission, there’s a dark side to the life of 
the Lebanese orders.

‘‘We expect to die,’’ said Franciscan Sister Violet 
Ayoub, a school administrator and member of the 


a month for medicine and health care for my elderly,” 
she said. 


At Christmas she took up a collection in her parish. 
She said she received little, but made the best of what 
she received. 


FROM A clothing store’s donation of men’s under- 
wear, short-sleeve T-shirts became women’s wear, so 
that men and women could receive gifts. She gave an 
old stuffed rabbit a bath, to make it presentable as a 
gift. She made a new yarn wig for a ragdoll. 


As Mrs. Boulad visited a young family living in 
what was once a doctor’s office, the mother spoke of 
their fear at living on the green line. But, she asked, 
“‘where can we go?”’ 


“‘When I hear the shots I become sick,’’ the young 
mother said. 


‘““THEY CALL these people refugees,’’ Mrs. 
Boulad said afterwards, back in her own place. 
‘““That’s not right though. They aren’t refugees. They 
are living in their own country.’’ 


She said the war has affected her personally. 


“‘Fifteen years ago we had to choose between 
emigrating to Australia or to Lebanon,”’ she said. 
“‘We chose Lebanon. I guess God wanted us here.”’ 


SHE POINTED to a glass window pane on her 
back porch. 


‘*A 75-pound shell exploded near our house.’’ she 
said. ‘‘So many times we have replaced this glass. 


‘‘My husband goes back and forth to work in Beirut 
(and) I pray,’’ said Mrs. Boulad. ‘‘So many times 
there have been shells. Yesterday and today he 
couldn’t go to work because of the shelling. In 1976, 
there were nine months when he couldn’t go to work. 
For nine months we were without income.”’

_ ‘Someone told us we must learn to use arms to protect 
ourselves,’’ said Sister Ayoub, ‘‘but none of us has 
accepted this. 


‘‘IF THE superior tells me to be in a Moslem area, it 
signifies that God has called me to be there and to be a 
martyr, ’’ she added. 


She spoke of five Franciscan Sisters of the Cross who 
live in the Moslem village of Hamra, near Beirut. 


‘‘They can never go out,’’ she said. ‘‘At night they 
receive threatening telephone calls telling them to leave.”’ 


THE ORDER, founded in 1926, is headed by Sister 
Arze Gemayel, sister of Lebanon’s President Amin 
Gemayel. 


Sister Helou spoke of nuns in her order whom she 
cannot visit because they live in Moslem areas. When 
they telephone her, they speak in code. 


“They say ‘We’ve received many letters’’’ she said. 
y say y 
‘*Many letters’? means ‘‘many threats.”’ 


SISTER HELOU spoke of her own brush with fear 
during a taxi ride. She was wearing a cross around her 
neck and ‘‘the cab driver begged me to hide the cross, as 
we drove through the Moslem area. I fought with myself 
whether or not to hide it because I was alone. 


“‘T kept it out,’” she added, ‘‘but I felt exposed to death 
all the time.’’

WASHINGTON (NC) — Father Charles E. Curran, 
a professor of moral theology at The Catholic University 
of America, announced March 11 that he has refused a 
Vatican order to retract his dissenting views and could 
face loss of his right to teach at the university. 

“Tt is unjust to single me out,’’ Father Curran declared 
at a press conference called at Catholic University to 
release the text of a Vatican letter to him and explain his 
stand. 

‘MY POSITIONS are neither rebellious nor 
radical,’’ he added. ‘‘My theological positions represent 
the mainstream of Catholic theology.”’ 

Father Curran received the letter ordering a retraction 
last Oct. 10 from the Vatican Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, with approval of Pope John Paul II. 

Signed by Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the 
congregation, and dated Sept. 17, the letter declared that 
the American theologian is in ‘‘dissent’’ with church 
teaching on: ; 

e ‘‘Artificial contraception and direct sterilization.”’ 

e ‘Abortion and euthanasia.”’ : 


e ‘‘Masturbation, premarital intercourse, and 
homosexual acts.”’ 
e ‘‘The indissolubility of sacramental and 


consummated marriage.”’ 


Nun earns Oscar 
nomination

DETROIT (NC) — When the stars come out March 
24 and descend upon the Dorothy Chandler Pavilion in 
Los Angeles, a Mercy sister plans to be there — elbow-to- 
elbow with Meryl Streep and Jack Nicholson and James 
Garner — to hear those immortal words, ‘“The envelope, 
please.’’ 


“‘Will I be there? You bet your boots,’’ said Mercy 
Sister Carol Rittner, 42, referring to the Academy 
Awards ceremony sponsored by the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences. 


SISTER RITTNER was nominated for an Academy 
Award, called an Oscar, in the documentary-short 
subjects category for co-producing ‘“The Courage to 
Care,’’ a 28-minute film focusing on ‘“‘righteous 
Gentiles’? who helped save Jews during the Holocaust. 


The other co-producer is Sondra Myers of Scranton, 
Pa. 


‘*As a film maker, it’s wonderful to get the nomination 
because it’s important that this film’s story be told — of 
how a few people helped the Jews during World War II,”’ 
said Sister Rittner, who joined the staff of the U.S. 
Holocaust Memorial Council in Washington in February 
after working in administrative posts in Detroit’s Mercy 
College since the early 1970s. 


THE IDEA for ‘‘The Courage to Care,’’ Sister 
Rittner said, stemmed from a 1984 international 
conference in Washington, which she proposed and 
coordinated, titled ‘‘Faith in Humankind: Rescuers of 
Jews During the Holocaust.”’ 


During the conference, Sister Rittner heard the stories of 
several heroic persons: the French Protestants in 
LaChambon, France, who helped save about 2,000 Jews; 
a peasant Polish couple who hid Jewish boys on their farm 
for nearly three years; and the Dutch couple who hid a 
Jewish dentist and his family for several months. 


From the testimony at the conference, Sister Rittner 
gleaned five stories, wrote a script, scoured archives for 
additional material and then sent film crews to Europe. 


‘““THE COURAGE TO CARE’? was first aired last 
September at a dinner honoring author Elie Wiesel, 
chairman of the U.S. Holocaust Memorial Council. 
Wiesel is a personal friend ‘‘who has been behind us 200 
percent,’’ said Sister Rittner. 


The film is scheduled to air on PBS in May as part of 
the National Days of Remembrance of the Holocaust. 


Sister Rittner, who is originally from Harrisburg, Pa., 
has had a longtime interest in the Holocaust and its 
meanings for Christians. She has lectured extensively on 
the Holocaust and has been active in areas of Christian- 
Jewish relations. 
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FATHER CURRAN was given two months to retract, 
and he told reporters that the deadline passed without a 
retraction from him. 


The letter said his dissenting positions ‘‘violate the 
conditions necessary for a professor to be called a Catholic 
theologian.’’ It added that ‘‘the authorities of the Church 
cannot allow the present situation to continue in which the 
inherent contradiction is prolonged.”’ 


Father Curran said the doctrinal congregation 
“*rejected’’ a compromise taken to Rome on his behalf by 
Archbishop James A. Hickey of Washington, chancellor 
of Catholic University, and Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago, president of the university’s board 
of trustees. 


IF THE COMPROMISE had been accepted, Father 
Curran would have retained his tenured professorship on 
the university’s theology faculty in return for an 
agreement not to teach any course on sexual ethics. 


He said the university president, Jesuit Father William 
Byron, had already offered him a position in another 
department of the university, but he found this 
““unacceptable.’’ 


Father Curran said that when he met informally with 
Cardinal Ratzinger and other congregation officials in 
Rome March 8, he was accompanied by his former 
teacher, Redemptorist Father Bernard Haring of the 
Pontifical Alphonsian University. 


ONE ‘“‘GLIMMER of hope I might see’’ for a 
satisfactory settlement of the case, Father Curran said, 
was that Father Haring at the end of the meeting ‘‘made 
an impassioned plea for the congregation to be willing to 
accept the compromise that had been earlier turned 


down.’’ 


~ If Father Curran should lose his canonical mission to 
teach by Vatican order, it would be the first time that has 
happened since 1979, when the doctrinal congregation 
withdrew the right of Swiss-born theologian Father Hans 
Kung to teach as a Catholic theologian. Father Kung lost 
his post as a Catholic theology professor at the University 
of Tubingen, West Germany, but he was given another 
post there as an ecumenical professor. 


Father Curran said that ‘‘the core of the difference 
between. the congregation and myself concerns the 
legitimacy of dissent from authoritative, non-infallible 
church teaching.”’ 


“NOTE CLEARLY,’’ he added, ‘‘that I do not 
disagree with any dogmas or defined truths of the 
Catholic faith.’’ 


He said his basic position — that at times it is 
“legitimate for a Roman Catholic to dissent in theory and 
in practice from non-infallible church teaching’ — has 


been proposed and accepted by ‘‘many world-acclaimed 
Roman Catholic theologians.”’ 


Among theologians affirming this position, he cited 
Father Haring, German Jesuit Father Karl Rahner, 
French Dominican Father Yves Congar, and American 
theologians, such as Jesuit Fathers Avery Dulles and 
Richard McCormick and Fathers Richard McBrien and 
David TRacy. 


‘‘Any action taken to prevent the legitimate possibility 
of dissent from non-infallible teaching by church 
authority is ultimately detrimental not only to the good of 
theology but even to the good of the Church,’’ Father 
Curran said.

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Relationship can deteriorate with stress 


This week, let’s just gather mom and dad, light a 
candle, say a prayer, and talk about our life together. One 
of the top stresses named by both men and women was the 
couple relationship: friendship/communication/sex. 


A 40-year-old husband put it succinctly when he told 
me: ‘‘I notice that when things are going well between us, 
other pressures disappear. However, if we’re not clicking, 
even the cat becomes a-stress.”’ 


HE SPEAKS the truth because when the couple 
relationship is good, the couple is better able to deal with 
other ordinary stresses — money, time, children, work, 
and shared responsibility in the home. 


Often when a couple seeks help with a child who is a 
problem, they discover it is their relationship that is the 
problem and the child is merely responding to it in his or 
her way. Frequently, the couple becomes angry because 
they came for help in fixing their child, not themselves. 
It’s easy to delude ourselves. 


Let’s take a familiar example of a wife who feels 
unlistened to and unappreciated by her husband. Her 
anger and resentment spill over onto the family and the 
children react in varying disrespectful behaviors. The 
couple can try all sorts of disciplinary devices but until 
they address the roots of her discontent, the issue isn’t 
going to be addressed. 


What are some characteristics of couples who deal well

with the stresses of their relationship? 


1. They view stress as a normal part of family life. 
They don’t feel that because they have problems that they 
have failed as a couple or as parents. They tend to share 
expectations of marriage and family. 


2. They share feelings as well as words. Why is this 
so difficult for married couples? When courting, they 
shared feelings, but once married they begin to protect 
their feelings. Eventually, some couples become afraid to 
risk sharing feelings because they feel vulnerable. They 
fear that their feelings will be used against them later on. 


In the example I used earlier, the wife was afraid to say 
to her husband, ‘“‘I feel unappreciated around here. I feel 
ignored and that makes me feel unimportant to you. Then 
I get angry and take it out on the children. I need your 
help in dealing with this.”’ 

Notice that she doesn’t attack him with, ‘“‘You never 
listen to me,’’ or “‘You always take me for granted.”’ 
Frequently a husband responds to her feelings with 


surprise. ‘“‘I never realized you felt that way. I do 
appreciate you and I will try harder to listen. Please don’t 
think you are unimportant to me.”’ 


3. They develop conflict resolution and creative 
coping skills. They don’t ignore, compete, or 
accommodate each other when there is a conflict but they 
compromise and collaborate. When there’s a problem one 
says, “‘We have to deal with this. Let’s set some new 
rules.”’ They don’t let problems go on endlessly. 


. 4, They make use of support people and systems. 
They don’t try to solve everything all by themselves but 
reach out and use groups, church support, family and 
friends. 


5. They are adaptable. As they move through the 
family life cycle, they are able to change in sync with one 
another. They give up the rewards of an earlier stage 
(courtship stage) for the rewards of the new one (first 
baby). They don’t constantly lament what they lost but 
focus on what they have gained. 


I suggest couples go through these five characteristics 
and grade themselves on each. They should talk about 
those they do well and those they don’t. How can they 
deepen their communication, friendship, and sex? They 
shouldn’t be afraid to call God in on improving their 
marriage. Clearly, couples who are happiest with one 
another make God an important support system. .

I had an abortion many years ago 
and was told that the priest could not 
give me absolution in the confessional, 
so I never went back because I could 
not face that. 


The years have passed and it bothers 
me more every day. I go to Mass all the 
time but can never bring myself to go 
to a priest about it because of what I 
was told. I hope you will be able to 
help. (Texas) 


ANSWER: I am terribly sorry you 
have been away from the sacraments all 
these years. This is especially sad because 
apparently it resulted, as unfortunately so 
often happens, from information you 
received that was almost certainly false. 


Tt will not be helpful to enter here into 
great technical detail, but you and others 
who may be in a similar situation should 
be encouraged by a few points of church 
law that are vital in cases such as yours. 


IT IS true that, according to our code 
of law, anyone who procures a completed 
abortion incurs an autoinatic excommun- 
ication. However, a number of critical 
conditions must be met before a 
particular individual incurs that excom- 
munication. 
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to the Catholic community 
since 1946.

For example, the person must be at 
least 18 years old, and be aware when the 
act is committed that such an excommun- 
ication is going to be incurred if the act is 
carried through. Obviously, many people 
who know that abortion is seriously 
wrong still do not know that an excom- 
munication is incurred at the same time. 


Furthermore, if circumstances 
surrounding the pregnancy are such as to 
cause grave fear and confusion in the 
mind of the woman, or if she is under 
severe pressure (from family or perhaps 
close friends), again the excommunica- 
tion would not be incurred. 


SOME OTHER conditions are also 
required but I hope you get the point. 


Second, the information you received ' 


that the priest was unable to deal with this 
excommunication in the sacrament of 
penance was almost certainly wrong, even 
18 years ago. Even if this excommunica- 
tion did take place in your circumstances 
(which as I said is perhaps quite 
doubtful), a priest in your parish or a 
neighboring parish can take care of it 
immediately and finally when you go to 
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authority to remit this type of penalty. 
YOU NEED not remember all these 

details. The main point is that you have 

been away from the sacraments long 


. enough. Please go to a priest and 


celebrate this Easter as you have been 
wanting to.

Over 800 participants, from babies to 
senior citizens, walked, jogged, and ran 
in the Youth-for-Youth Walk in San 
Diego and El Centro March 8.

“We walk as part of a united, diocesan- 
wide effort to give concrete witness of our 
concern for others,’’ he added. 


This concern is for millions in the 
Third World ‘‘forced to walk 
miles . . . to bring water or firewood to 
their families’? and for others who walk 
two or three days to obtain medical care, 
literature from the Mission Office stated. 


PARTICIPANTS GATHERED

Maher blessed them before they set off on 
their course: ‘‘Bless us with strength, 
endurance, and enthusiasm as we make 
our effort to bring hope to our brothers 
and sisters in Africa.’’

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La espiritualidad de la educacion integral segun el III Encuentro 


Por el P. Rubén Fuentes 
primera parte 
El tema de la ‘‘educaci6n integral’’ fue uno de los cinco 
temas elegidos por el III Encuentro Nacional Hispano de 
Pastoral. 


Al elegir este tema, el III Encuentro recogié una de las 
necesidades pastorales mds urgentes de nuestro pueblo 
hispano en los Estados Unidos: la de proteger toda la 
riqueza de nuestro patrimonio cultural, es decir, todos los 
valores que por nuestro orfgen latinoamericano tenemos y 
nos distinguen de los que no tienen este mismo origen.- 


DENTRO DE una cultura diferente a la nuestra como 
lo es la cultura norteamericana, nuestro pueblo hispano 
corre el constante peligro de olvidar sus propios valores 
culturales y hasta perderlos. 


Para evitar esto, el III Encuentro nos pide que nos 
‘“eduquemos integralmente’’ en estos valores propios de 
nuestra cultura latinoamericana. Decimos cultura 
latinoamericana y no “‘hispana,’’ porque la cultura 
latinoamericana de la cual nosotros procedemos, se forma 
con la fusién del espafiol, portugués, indfgena y 
afroamericano. 


Por cultura latinoamericana se entiende, entonces, el 
estilo de vida que ha resultado de esta fusidn y que ha 
originado rasgos que nos son comunes a todos, formas de 
comportamiento que nos caracterizan y distinguen de 
otros pueblos. Entre estos rasgos y formas de 
comportamiento que nos son comunes se pueden conitar: 
la lengua, unas mismas costumbres, unas mismas 
creencias religiosas y también una peculiar manera de 
vivir nuestras propias estructuras e instituciones. 


TODOS ESTOS son valores que encierra nuestra 


cultura latinoamericana y que se nos trasmiten a través de © 


un proceso generacional abarcando todas las dimensiones 
de nuestra existencia: la social, la polftica, la econdmica y 
la religiosa. Por eso Puebla, cuando habla de nuestra 
cultura (ns. 385-443) nunca emplea la expresién ‘‘cultura 
hispana’’ por ser inexacta, ya que se referirfa 
propiamente al pais de Espajia, sino que habla de cultura 
latinoamericana o cultura en Latinoamérica. 


Como el titulo de este artfculo lo indica, vamos a tratar 
ahora la ‘‘espiritualidad’’ de esta educacién integral. 


éQué queremos decir con esto? Queremos decir que el 
compromiso que tenemos de educarnos lo mas 
ampliamente posible en éstos nuestros ‘“‘valores 
culturales’’ es algo exigido por el mismo Evangelio que 
nos pide reconocer, fomentar y enriquecer estos talentos 
(valores) para ponerlos al servicio de Dios y de los 
hermanos, de no hacerlo cometerfamos pecado. 
Emipecemos, pues, dando un primer paso en esta tarea, 
reconociendo estos valores. 


Valores culturales que hay que 
reconocernos 


Este primer paso de la ‘‘espiritualidad’’ de la educacién 
integral de estos nuestros valores culturales es muy 
importante porque la experiencia nos demuestra que 
entre nuestro pueblo, particularmente el radicado aqui en 
los Estados Unidos, mucha gente ‘‘desconoce’’ tales 
valores. Esto es grave, porque cuando no se conoce lo que 
se tiene no se le aprecia y lo que no se aprecia facilmente 
se pierde. 


Esto es lo que sucede a mucha de nuestra gente 
hispana.. Vamos a hacer enseguida un ensayo de 
‘“reconocimiento’’ de estos valores lo mas integralmente 
que podamos. 


Reconocimiento 


En lo social, es decir, ahf, donde no importa en qué 
parte nos encontremos, lo que principalmente nos 
distingue como hispanos son los siguientes valores: 

e la propia lengua — por la que el hispano demuestra 
siempre un gran aprecio; 

e el sentido de familia — no solo las relaciones entre 
padres e hijos y parientes cercanos, sino también las de 
éstos. con -los_parientes igi son estrechas y 
perdurables; 

© el sentido de aor eadlad — el hispano es siempre 
caluroso en sus relaciones humanas; es alérgico a la 
frialdad y al aislamiento; facilmente acerca a su mesa, a 
su casa, a su propia vida, a las personas con las que se 
relaciona; le gusta hacer fraternidad; 

© gran respeto por la dignidad de la persona — esto se 
ve, sobre todo, por el.gran aprecio que el hispano tiene 
por la justicia social. 


En lo politico, ahf donde se entablan las relaciones de 
los ciudadanos entre sf y con la autoridad civil, el hispano 
tiene estos valores: 

® respeto a la autoridad establecida — este respeto 
llega a convertirse hasta en reverencia sobre todo si se 
trata de los gobernantes o jefes de la nacidn; 

© respeto a las leyes del pafs — esto lo demuestra el 
hispano particularmente en el honor que le da a los 
simbolos patrios: constitucién, bandera, etc.; 

© respeto a los derechos de los demas — el hispano en 
su convivencia con los demds es amante de la paz y 
respetuoso de la libertad ajena.

Nacido-del pueblo judio, 
conoce su lengua (Mc 5, 35-42 y 15, 33-34) y sus 
costumbres, por eso lo comprende y sabe ayudarlo (Mt 7, 
37). Es respetuoso de la autoridad y de sus leyes, por eso 
paga sus impuestos (Lc 5, 12-14) y critica con severidad lo 
que no esta bien (Mt 23, 1-7 y 13-39)..Con su actitud ante

Es un conocedor certero de la delicada situacién politica 
de su pueblo en cuanto ocupado por Roma, por eso 
rehuisa el que se le proclame rey (Jn 6, 15) y no cae en la 
trampa que se le tiende sobre la licitud de pagar o no 
pagar impuestos al Cesar (Le 20, 20-26).

13, 13): el unico capaz de ensefiar a través de toda su 
Persona, el camino, la verdad y la vida (Jn 14,6). Jesus, 
pues, es capaz de iluminar asf todas las dimensiones de la 
existencia humana: de aquf que se llame también ‘‘Luz 


del mundo”’ (Jn 8, 12). 


Pero, si Jestis se llamé ‘‘Luz del mundo,’’ igualmente 
nos pide a nosotros serlo: ‘‘Ustedes son luz para el 
mundo”’ (Mt 5, 14-15), es decir, hombres integralmente 
educados en nuestros valores culturales, para que como lo 
hizo El, no los escondamos sino que los hagamos brillar 
(los démos a conocer) no sdélo ante los de nuestra misma 
raza sino también ante aquéllos que no son de nuestra 
misma cultura.

Tan importante es esto que de hacerlo habremos 
encontrado la forma mas eficaz de glorificar a Dios (Mt 5, 
16), péro de no hacerlo, habremos cometido un pecado 
que se nos presenta como duramente castigado por Jesus 
(Mt 25, 24-30) porque se trata de un pecado social que 
consiste en la negativa de poner estos talentos (valores) al 
servicio del Reino de Dios.

switches gears and encourages his wife to 
kill their child (she ends up keeping the 
baby at his last-minute behest).

Beyond the silly plot, ‘“‘Choices’’ was 
filled with lies, prejudices against the pro- 
life position, veiled sexism, and 
celebrations of modern selfishness. It even 
managed to work in the cliches: ‘‘my 
decision, my body’’ (a biological lie), 
“it’s just cells’’ (another deception), 
back-alley abortions (this time under the 
phrase ‘‘Brooklyn warehouse’) and ‘‘the 
fetus is not a person.”’ 


THE SCRIPT cleverly pitted pro-life 
men who are unyielding until their own 
interests are at stake against reasonable, 
loving women who have everyone’s 
interest at heart.

The third person is another judge, but 
not a fictional person. He is Joseph 
Hannon, a superior court judge in the 
District of Columbia who recently heard a 
case involving pro-life demonstrators 
arrested for kneeling on the steps of the 
Supreme Court building. Judge Hannon 
had to excuse himself from the case 
because he had attended the same pro-life 
rally.
